er of Nortnedge’s grandmother, who was mar- 
ried in Montreal in 1815. Mr. Shep- 
pard had died intestate and his es- 
tate had been taken charge of by the 
courts to be turned over to the heir 
upon proof of identity. The news of this 
second bequest, coupled with the publicity 
given Northedge’s good fortune, caused many 
rival claimants to spring up. His attorneys 
had no doubt of the justice of his claim, but 
the rivals had to be put out of the way. The 
English estate, bemg entailed, was to go to 
the heirs of ‘the eldest son, but as the former 
baronet had died without heirs, so far as is 
known, the property passed to the second son, 
from whom Northedge was descended. 

While claimants were springing up in all 
parts of the country most of them came from 
New York and Washington. These claimants 
said they were descended from the eldest son 

that their claims consequently were prior 
to those of the Chicago man, To disprove 
these required much work, but it was finally 
accomplished by Attorney G. F. Gaines of 
No. 119 Broadway, New York. 


More Obstacles Arise. 

When these obstacles were out of the way 
still more trouble was experienced. The 
claimants who had been defeated determined 
to prevent the Chicago man from coming 
into the property. So they announced he was 
not the legal heir, but that his real name was 
George Atwatdér and that he was only distant- 


ly related to the Northedge family, whose 


name he had taken. To disprove this charge 
and reéstabiish the proof of his identity re- 
quired more hard work and considerable 
time, but it was finally accomplished. His 
claim being as fully established as it cogld be 
in this country, Northedge decided to go to 
England, file his papers and proof, and enter 
into the estate. Accordingly, accompanied 
by his lawyers, he left New York on a 
Cunard liner for Liverpool. 

After landing he spent some time in Lon- 
don and then went to Somersetshire, where 
he visited the family seat, Northedge Hall, 
near Wells, sixteen miles from Bath, aid 
where he made many acquaintances, He pre- 
ferred London to the country and epent much 
of his time in that city, from which he 
wrote to friends here. In some of his letters 
to acquaintances inis city he speaks of 
Northedge Hall and the friends he had made 
in the city. Butin spite of the good time he 
seemed to be having in England he longed for 
America and decided to 
visit this country again. Since he started on 
that trip his attorneys have heard nothing 
from bim. At first his friends were not 
alarmed, but.as time passed they became 
frightened and consulted with his attorneys. 
They were not inclined to believe Northedge 
was in trouble, but finally his long silence 
caused them to wonder, Their fears were 
confirmed by the fact that no drafts were 
made by Northedge upon his bankers. 
The attorneys knew he did not havea large 
sum of money with him when he sailed for 
America and began to make inquiries. But 
so far their work has been without result. In 
England these are being conducted by Cham- 
bers’ Next of Kin” agency, Lonsdale 
Chambers, No. 27 Chancery Lane, London, 
W.C. In this city the inquiry is bemg con- 
ducted by J. W. Dinsdale, Room 1533 Ma- 
sonic Temple.

For some time after 
Northedge left this city Miss Compaus was 
known to be here and at times communicated 
with his lawyers. Recently she, too, has dis- 
appeared and no trace of her can be found. 
Miss Compaus came to this city from a small 
town in Michigan. 

„ haven't the slightest idea where Sir 
George Northedge is,“ said Mr. Dinsdale yes- 
terday. If I knew I would not be hunting 
for him. Beyond the fact that he has disap. 


F peared from New York, since his arrival in 


America I know nothing positive. But he 
was not the kind of aman te drop out of 
sight willingly, especially as he was so rich. 
This, coupled with the fact that he was fre- 
quently in trouble owing to adventures with 
women, makes me think he has been mur- 
dered.

-YAOHT HELD IN THE GRIP OF ICE. 


Peculiar Accident to the Argo in a South 
Chicago. Slip. 

The handsome steam yacht Argo, belonging 
to the Argo club, lies half sunk in one of the 
slipsin the South Chicago shipyard. The 
beautiful cabins are ruined, and must be re- 
furnished at a heavy loss. The sinking of the 


yacht was due to one of the peculiar freaks of 


the lake level on ‘account of changes in the 
direction of the wind. Some three weeks 
ago, when thé ice held boat securely in its 
grip, a strong seuth wind caused the water, 
ice, and boat to be lowered about eighteen 
inches. A few hours later the wind came 
strong from the north, and the water rose 
some three feet. The ice did not at first 
come to the surface, the water rushing into 
the slip over its surface. It quickly filled the 
Argo, which was held down by the icy grip. 
Since then the ice has risen to the surface. 

Nothing can be done to save the craft until 
the ice loosens its hold. The yacht bas been 
fastened securely to the dock for fear the 
boat would go clear to the bottom in a sud- 
den thaw.

TWENTY ASSORTED INDIANS SPEND 
A DAY I OHIOAGO. 


They Include 8eme Highly Decorated 
Squaws and Three Babies, and the Lat- 
ter Were the Only Unconcerned Mem- 
bers of the Party<—Une Creates a Sen- 
sation with a “Siren Whistle”=—They 
Are an the Way to Gotham in Charge 
of W. J. Rouse. 


Twenty assorted Indians from tne wilds of 
the Southwest spent yesterday in Chicago 
owing to the missing connections with the 
train which was to shave taken them to New 
York. None of the men and women who 
composed the party had ever seen anything 
more of civilization than is afforded by an 
occasional visit to the nearest army post, and 
W. J. Reuse, who is in charge, had a busy 
day answering questions. Five of the chief 
tribes in the Southwest are represented. There 
are Mojaves, Hualapis, Shupis, and Navajos, 


KANSAS OITY HAS ANOTHER FIRE. 


Two Immense Buildings Gatted, With a 
Loss of Nearig Half a Millions, 


Kansas Crry, Mo., March 13.—Fire de- 
stroyed between $300,000 and $350,000 
worth of property at Fourth and Broad way this 
evening. At 5:30 flames were bursting out of 
the windows of the big four story building at 
No. 410 West Fifth street, occupied by the 
English Supply com dealers in engine 
supplies and wrough#’ iron materials, and 
epread with almost inicredible rapidity. One 
hour after it started only walls and a mass of 
burning débris remained to mark the place 
where the big building had stood. The wind 
was blowing a gale when the fire broke out 
and the flames were carried to the top of the 
five story brick building north, occupied by 
the Western Newspaper Union and the Great 
Western Type Foundry. The latter building 
took fire and began to burn fiercely. The 
flames went downward through the building 
and the firemen were unable to check their 
progress, Within half an hour after attacked, 
the walls of the Western Newspaper Dualen 
building began falling aud all hope of saving 
it was abandoned. An hour later it was a 
smoidering mass.

three babies. 

Uhse babies were the only entirely uncbdn- 
cerned ones in the party, Oue of them was 
big enough to run arounf and he kept even 
the stolid Indians guessing. Apparently In- 
dian babies don’t get spquked for some one 
had given the youngster one of those steam 
siren whistles and he wag blowing it for all he 
was worth. He belonged to the Navajo tribe 
and to show his high caste his’ mother had 
painted his cheeks red and puta blue streak 
down his nose. The only educated men of 
the Indians were among the Navajos. Jack 
Jones and Capt. Jo have picked up quite a 
little English and assume somo airs over their 
fellows. The others were in a state of won- 
derment all day, not so much at the buildings 
visible from Taylor street and the Santa Fé 
tracks as at the number of people they saw. 
They had not believed there were so many 
people in the world until they struck Chicago. 
One of them sighted a Chinaman and the dis- 
cussion that ensued as tq whether he was one 
of an Indian tribe or not could only be set- 
tled by Mr. Rouse. 4 

. Bhows His Wife the sichts. 

Capt. Jack spent most of the day talking to 
his newly-made wife and showing her the 
sights as seen from a car window. It had 
been intended to take * Indians out during 
the lay-over and show them something of 
Chieago. The Mojave „ being inured to 
torture, were to have been shown the discov- 
erer of America as portrayed on the Lake- 
Front. but Prof. Moore' cold wave stopped 
all that. The Indians come from a desert 
where 60° above is a mighty cold day, and 
for fear of consequences/it was necessary to 
keep them in a steam-heated car with all the 
windows closed. They have with them whole 
loads of Indian relies and some Navajo 
blankets that would make a collector’s mouth 
water. The greatest trouble Mr. Rouse has, is 
to prevent them selling everything they have 
to the numerous invaders of the car. One of 
the Navajos was caught yesterday in the act 
of selling his best blanket to a trainman for 
$2, the same being worth $75. 

The squaws are the best dressed of the 
party, though some of the ornaments are not 
in accordance with Eastern tastes. Chatascha, 
one of the Mojave qua wi, has her well shaped 
chin decorated with vertical tattoo marks. 
There are six of these marks; Mr. Rouse being 
responsible for the statement that they show 
her to be a sixth child}; Her most prized 
piece of jewelry is a brass Jew’s harp which 
she wears around her neck depending from 
an elaborately beaded collar. The biggest 
Indian in the crowd is Jim.“ Mr. Rouse 
calls him *“* Smokestack,” not because it is 
his name, but because he is nearly seven feet 
high. Unfortunately “Jim” is the bad man 
of the party and has to be watched. 

| Indians Cause No Trouble. 

“It-has beep a pleasant trip so far.“ said 
Mr. Rouse. “The Indians have been quiet 
enough but I had trouble in Dodge City with 
a Nite. 9 who insisted on forcing his way into 

I put him out but he fought and got 
laid out rather badly. A policeman came 
down and wanted to arrest me and take me 
off the train. I told him I had been placed 
in chatge of these Indians by the Government 
and used to leave,so he let me alone. 
Orly one of these men had ever been on a 
train before and at first the motion made 
them geasick. The only condition they made 
about coming was that they should have all 
they wanted to eat. I guess they have had it. 
I have been eight months getting these men 
together and they représent the pick of their 
tribes. We rendezvoused at Gallup, N. M., 
and left there Sunday. I hope to be in New 
York Friday morning. One of these men is 
the most skillful silversmith I have ever seen.

“MASON” IS UNDOUBTEDLY TAYLOR 


South Dakota Officials Expect te Have 
Him in Pierre Shertly. 

Pizrre, S. D., March 13.— Special. —It is 
evident Gov, Sheldon has some important 
news regarding the reported capture of ex- 
State-Treasurer Taylor ia Mexico, but he will 
not give it out in the absence of Attorney- 
General Crawford, who has charge of the 
case. He says, however, he believes Taylor 
will be réturned to Pierre in a short time. 
Color is given the report that the man Mason 
is the defauiter, as Taylor's, mother’s maiden 
name was Mason. Gen. Crawford has had 
two detectives working here all winter on the 
Taylor matter, and one of them named Lam- 
bert departed this morning for Mexico to 
identify the prisoner. State officials are of 
the opinion that if Taylor is caught he will 
bring other prominent men into the scandal 
and that restitvtion to the State for every 
dollar will be made if the latter will release 
bim from punishment. 

Tampa, Fla., March 13.—[ Special. De- 
tails of the arrest of W. W. Taylor, formerly 
State Treasurer of South Dakota, in Vera 
Cruz ace meager. William Kelly, who lately 
joined the corps of detectives, effected the 
capture of Taylor last Sunday. The ex- 
Treasurer was traveling under the name of 
George Mason, accompanied by a man who 
gave his name as Phelps. The authorities 
have notified the South Dakota officials and 
the necessary steps to extradite him will be 
begun immediately. 

[ Pinkerton’s detectives were on Taylor’s track 
within a few days after he disappeared. It was 
supposed he weat south with the intention of 
reaching South America, and the first step taken 
in his pursuit was to watch all South American 
seaports. His personal description was tele- 
graphed to representatives of the detective 
agency everywhere, particularly in the South. 
His trail was first struck at Tampa, Fla., whence 
he took passage for Key West. From there he was 
traced to Havana. He was at no time more than 
thirty days in advance of the detectives, and at 
times they were much closer to him. The detect- 
ives carried official letters to the Inspector of 
Police of the City of Havana, but when they ar- 
rived there they found Taylor had taken passage 
to Vera Cruz, and the inspector in Havana tele- 
graphed to the authorities at Vera Cruz to arrest 
him there. The latest information received at 
headquarters here 1s in effect that Taylor started 
for Vera Cruz under the name of Mason, and that 
he was accompanied by a man named Phelps. ]

Senator Barr 
changed his vote from aye to no in order to 
give notice that he would move to have the 
vote reconsidefed. With Senator Barr voting 
no the vote on the bill was 26 ayes and 24 


noes. 

Senators Stebbins, Smith, and Cronkhite 
were absent. being formally excused, and 
Senator Lloyd was absent without excuse. 
When the Senate was called to order today 
Senator Allen called up the Anderson bill and 
demanded a call of the House, which showed 
a number of absentees. Some had been ex- 
cused, one was in Washington, and one was 
sick. Allen refused to excuse the sick man 
and he was ordered brought in. 

Senator Cronkhite, who had voted for the 
bill, was seen in the cloak-room just before 
the call of the House, but when the Sergeant- 
at-Arme went to bring him in he could not 
find him. Cronkhite’s vote was needed to 
pase the bill. The Sergeant-at-Arms and his 
assistants went in search of Cronkhite, but he 
had completely disappeared. 

Detectives were sent for and three of them 
were engaged. It was rumored that the miss- 
ing Senator had been seen on the streets of 
Minneapolis and off went the detectives to 
that city. Uptoa late hour tonight he had 
not been located anda number of other de- 
tectives were employed. The friends of the 
bill refused to consider a motion to adjourn, 
but the Senate put in the afternoon 
considering routine business. When supper 
time arrived an order was sent out for supper, 
and presently the Senators were quietly 
munching ham sandwiches, apple pie, etc.

AERIAL MAIL CARRIER TO BEGIN, 


Richard E. Sherman’s Electrical Device 
Wil Be Constructed -t Once, 
Richard E. Sherman has secured permis- 
sion to erect.and operate his aerial electric 
mail carrier between the Postoffice and the 
Illinois Central Depot.

INDICTED FOR ELECTION PERJURY. 


The Civie Federation After the Gangs Who 
Promoate Unlawful Naturalization, 

Twenty-four indictments have been found 
by the Federal grand jury against Robert Ro- 
sinski, Carl Thomas, and Joe Yagman, six 
against Rosinski, eight against Thomas, ten 
against Yagman, Half of the indictments in 
each case are for perjury committed on the 
application of different parties for naturaliza- 
tion papers just before the last election, and 
the other half are for fraudulently inducing 
aliens to obtain fraudulent naturalization pa- 
pers. 

It appears in some of the wards there, are 
men who make it their business to hunt up 
foreigners and , whether they have been in the 
country long enough or not induce them to 
take out naturalization papers. These men 
get the aliens together in gangs or squads, 
have the blanks filled out for them, take them 
down to the Court-House, and rush them 
througn the naturalization mill. A large pro- 
portion of the aliens do not speak or under- 
stand the English language, and often swear 
to statements made in their applications 
which are not true. These men, however, 
must have witnesses to swear they have 
known them in this country for a prescribed 
length of time, and the men who collect these 
gangs are usually the witnesses who make 
these false affidavits. 

The Civic Federation determined to investi- 
gate this fraudulent naturalization business 
and it was so widespread that it was found 
necessary to confine attention to a few of the 
most prominent workers in one locality. In 
the cases in these indictments hardly any of 
the aliens could speak English andit has 
been a difficult task for, the agents of the 
federation to obtain evidence in such cases 
as interpreters were neeged in almost every 
instance, | 
The prospect now is that under these in- 
dictments the ringleaders from the Stock- 
Yards locality will find permanent quarters 
in the penitentiary.

STATE DEPARTMENTANXIOUS ABOUT 
OOLORADO ITALIAN MASSAORE. 


Governor of the State Is Wired for an Ex- 
pianation=Uncle Sam's Position with 
Treaty Powers Decidedly Ticklish—It- 
aly’s Consul at Denver Awaiting Au- 
thoritative Insferma'ioneTwo More of 
His Countrymen Killed in Walsenburg 
Jail=Crisis at New Orleans Today. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., March 13,—Acting 

Secretary of State Uhl, at tne instance of the 

Italian Legation in this city, has telegraphed 

the Governor of Colorado for an explanation 

of the state of affairs there in connection with 


the killing of the Italians at Walsenburg, 


Colo. 

With two such incidents as those of New 
Orleans and Walsenburg, Colo.. facing them, 
and such affairs as the Rock Creek Springs 
massacre of Chinese and the killing of the 
Italians in New Orleans in the background, 
the State Department officials make no secret 
of their apprehension that the United States 
is destined to have serious diffi- 
culty in maintaining its treaty re- 
lations with foreign nations unless 
Congress comes to the rescue. As it stands 
now, owing tothe limitation placed upon the 
exercise of the Federal power by statute, the 


government finds itself powerless to protect, 


foreign citizens, whom the United States is 
under solemn treaty obligations to protect. 
Under our peculiar conditions the National 
Government can only look to the State to ex- 
tend protection, and it this is denied, or the 
measure of protection is inadequate, it cannot 
interfere. Meanwhile the State itself is whol- 
ly tree from any responsibility to the for- 
eign powers with which the 
States has entered into treaty rela- 
tion, and the powers are prohibited 
from even remonstrating with the offending 
State Government. They can look for re- 
dress only to the helpless National Govern- 
ment. Se it is within the power of any er- 
ratic Governor, or weak Mayor, or even an 
incompetent Chief of Police in any city to 
force an issue that can be decided only by 
war and the fate of the whole Nation may de- 
pend on the conduct of such officials. 

This matter was brought to the attention of 
Congress by President Harrison at the in- 
stance of Secretary Blaine after the adjust- 
ment of the trouble that threatened war with 
Italy as the result of the killing of the Itallans 
in New Orleans, but no action was taken to 
carry out the suggestion, \probably owing to 
the fact that the necessary legislation might 
be regarded asan infringement upon the old 
State’s rights theory. It is probable, how- 
ever, that President Cleveland will feel 
obliged to again cali attention to the subject 
at the meeting of the next Congress and point 
out how in the absence of such legislation he 
is obliged to appeal to Congress to pay out of 
the money raised by the whole people large 
sums tor indemnity for outrages committed 
by a disorderly element in one small place. 

Just what shape the proposed legislation 
will take cannot be now defined, but the pre- 
vailing idea will be to make it the business-of 
the United States courts in all parts of the 
country to protect foreigners in the United 
States, first, through the court deputies, and 
if that is not sufficient, then through the 
troops of the National Government, and 
to do this without delay in all 
cases. This would require an amend- 
ment of the posse com mitatus 
law, passed with the express purpose to pre- 
vent the use of troops at elections, but proven 
to be of much wider scope than was intended, 
and would otherwise harm the sensibilities of 
the strict constructionists of the State's 
rights theory, but, as between this and the 
ever-present danger of becoming involved in 
aforeign war without a reasonable or just 
cause, it is believed Congress will not hesitate 
te declare for the law. 


GOV. MINTYRE MOVES VIGOROUSLY. 


; 

He Answers Italian Consul and State De- 
partment- Orders to the Sheriff. 

Dxxvxx, Colo, March 13.— Gov. Melutyre 
today received simultaneously from the 
authorities at Washington and the Italian 
Consul at this point inquiries concerning the 
Walsenburg lynchings. The communication 
from the Acting Secretary of State asked for 
particulars and that from Acting Italian Con- 
gui Cuneo contained a demand for protection 
for any Italian citizens who might be in dan- 
ger in Walsenburg. Immediately steps were 
taken by the Governor to comply with both 
requests. To Washington the Governor tele. 
graphed such particulars as he had and prom- 
ised the fullest protection to all. He also 
said it was probable the Italians lynched were 
American citizens; that he had directed the 
Sheriff to protect his prisoners and maintain 
order; and thathe had a report from the 
Colone! commanding the nearest place that 
he could put troops aboard cars in two houfs. 

The report of Sheriff Walter O'Malley to the 
Governor reiated that one Italian had been 
killed en route to Walsenburg and that two 
had escaped. Whether they are dead or not 
he did not know. Two others were killed in 
the jail. Gov. Melntyre immediately sent 
the following telegram in reply: 

Wire me atonce whether you are maintaining 
order and — prisoners and whether you 
have sufficient force to prevent further mob vio- 
lence, and whether excitement has abated. You 
are expected to prevent recurrence of violence to 
prisoners. Take every precaution to protect life 
and property and as soon as possible ascertain 
who composed the mob doing the lynching and 
as soon as practicable arrest them. 

The Italian Consul here had not been 
notified officially of the affair at Walsenburg. 
All of the Italidns belonging to a national 
benevolent association are expecting full re- 
turns from the scene of the affair from re-

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NEW ORLEANS TO HAVE.A ORISIS TODAY, 


Governor Will Sead Troops te the Levee if 
a Threat Is Carried Out. 

New Onteans, La., March 13.—[Special. }— 
The levee had the quiet of a graveyard today. 
This peacefulness of the scene was largely due 
to the fact of the absence of the people the 
mobs have sought to murder. Another pre- 
ventive of war along the wharves was the pres- 
ence at the armories of all the city military 
ready to rush to the scene of conflict the mo- 
ment hostilities opened. The mobs, with the 
abject cowardice characteristic of mobs, 


avoided any suggestion of clash with powers 


ready to fight back. 

The paralyzation of the city’s commerce 
was widespread today. Along the whole river 
front only two! veesels loaded a package of 
freight and both of these were handled by 
white union men. Not a colored laborer was 
seen anywhere. Even the railroads which 
have depots on the river front were unable to 
induce their colored laborers to show up for 
duty. Scattered for three miles along the 
river front were floats and carts loaded with 
merchandise which were deserted yesterday 
py their colored drivers, and who dared not 
return today for fear of their lives. 

All today Gow Foster heid consultations 

with representatives of business interests. 
He ordered the entire city military force, 
about 1,000 strong, to be concentrated at 
the armories, and to be in readiness to march 
to the levee at a moment's notice. Owing to 
the failure of the rioters to resume active hos- 
tilities, the troops did not receive marching 
orders. Late this afternoon the Governor 
issued a proclamation ordering all unlawful 
assemblages to disperse, advising peaceful 
citizens to keep away from scenes of trouble, 
declaring that law and order would be main- 
tained and labor protected, and that the whole 
civil and military resources of the State would 
be used in punishing the perpetrators of the 
riots ot yésterday and in preventing their re- 
currence. Tonight he supplemented thie re- 
assuring message by a letter to the ship 
agents asking for a list of all vessels which it 
was desired to work tomorrow, with their lo- 
cation. He promised that a military force 
would be furnished to each vessel sufficient to 
prevent attacks from the rioters. Several of 
the agents have signifined their readiness to 
begin work in the morning, thus insuring the 
presence on the levee tomorrow of the State 
troo 
The police today arrested a number of sus- 
pects, who are heid under charges of inciting 
ariot. A batch of them were heard this 
morning before Recorder Whittaker, who 
fined each of those against whom the evidence 
was at all strong $25 or 50 days in the work- 
house, and in addition bonded them over to 
appear before the Criminal] Court on the riot- 
ing charges. :

Hale and Young reached Boston on their 
return from New York this morning and re- 
pairing at once to the Parker House called 
for Gilroy. When Gilroy appeared Hale ac. 
cused him of living on money from Hale’s 
income, Gilroy said he could have nothmg 
to do at that time with Hale as Hale was his 
physical superior, but be would meet him 
with pistols at any New York hotel. Hale 
accepted the cha „ but declared he 
would fight nowhere but in the vicinity of 
Boston.

HE DOES NOT AGREE TO THE DECISION. 


Commissioner Browning's Ideas of Liquor- 
Selling to the Indians, 

Wasuinetos, D. C., March 13. — Indian 
Commissioner Browning regrets that the last 
Congress failed to pass any law to meet the 
new question which has arisen to cause trou- 
ble among the Indians. Decisions last sum- 
mer by the United States courts settled it 
that no prosecution would stand against a 
man for selling liquor to Indians who had 
under the allotment law taken lands in 
severalty. The courts held that this 
act on the part of the Indian and under the 
law admitted him to citizenship and the sell- 
ing of liquor to a United States citizen could 
not constitute a crime, Commissioner 
Browning says he does not agree to the de- 
cision, for while the land is allutted to the In- 
dian he is not allowed to dispose of it for 
twenty-five years, and during that time he is

IT DOES A GOOD WORK 


THE TRAVELERS’ AID SOOIETY FOR 
THE PROTEOTION OF GIBLS. 


Plans of Procurers and Tempters Balked 
and Aid Extended to 3,000 Friendless 
Women Subjected to the Temptations 
of a Strange City~Agents of the Society 
Watch Passengers from Incoming 
Tralns- Mies Sarah MeLean Hardy to 
Go to Wellesley College to Teach. 


The metropolitan railroad station isa favor- 
ite haunt of two enemies of pure womanhood 
—the insidious masher and the unscrupulous 
procuress. Manya pathetic story of down- 
fall began to be written when an unprotected 
young girl traveler, often fresh trom a vil- 
lage and unused to the ways of the world, 
found herself alone ina great city in the in- 
terim of trains. 

Indeed so many sorrowful tales have been 
told from time to time in Chicago that the 
Young Women’s Christian Association finally 
undertook a werk of prevention. Six years 
ago it organized what is known as the 
Travelers’ Aid. In a word its object is the 
protection of stranger young women at the 
stations. 

The work of the Travelers’ Aid has so in- 
creased that three women are regularly em- 
ployed to watch the incoming trains for girls 
who seem in need of assistance. These three 
women are Mrs. Nettie L. Fisher, Miss Aman- 
da Lind, and Miss Phila McIlvaine, who may 
always be distinguished at the various stations 
by a blue satin badge bearing the words, 
„% Travelers Aid Young Women’s Christian 


Association.” 

There are men and women at the stations 
who are ever on the lookout for victims,“ said 
an active worker of the Travelers“ Aid to THE 
Trisune representative. “So we women 
meet the through trains and watch for girls 
traveling alone. Frequently they are young, 
unsophisticated country girls who have come 
to this city, attracted by its glitter and glare, 
to seek employment. These are taken to 
safe boarding-houses and efforts made to 
place them in a desirable position. Often 
young girls fail to find friends at the gate, 
and it is our privilége to escort them to their 
destination.“ d 

„How mapy women are assisted during a 
year? was asked. 

Fully 3,000,” was the rejoinder. ‘* This 
includes all departments of our work, for we 
aim at five results: To outwit evil agents 
who would deceive the innocent; to keep girls 
from drifting into low lodging-houses; to ac- 
company to addresses those whom we think 
require such care; to investigate advertise- 
ments put into the newspapers of small towns; 
to prevent girls who are waiting for trains 
from making chance acquaintances—every- 
thing, in fact, which pertains to the safety of 
the unprotected girl traveler.”’ 

The work, which is one that requires tact 
and discrimination on the part of the worker, 
led to the query, How do you know whom 
to approach with proffers of assistance!“ 

„Well, we closely watch the incoming 
throng,” the woman answered. If a young 
girl looks around in an uncertain manner we 
ask to assist her. No, we are seldom re- 
pulsed. As a general thing she is glad of as- 
sistance. Even when our offer is met with a 
sneer persistence on our part usually ends by 
the young woman placing herself gratefully 
in our care. For instance, the otner day I 
saw aman watching a pretty young girl who 
was waiting foratrain. Finally he engaged 
her in conversation The man’s manner was 
obtrusive, so I notified the police. The con- 
sequence was the man was ordered from the 
room and the grateful girl was left in my 
care. I did not leave her until she was safely 
started to her destination.“ 

This member of the Traveler’s Aid spoke 
enthusiastically of the sympathetic codpera- 
tion of the matrons of the stations. To illus- 
trate the following story was told: A short 


time ago, she began, a young woman came 
to Chicago in search of work. She registered 
at a hotel and soon spent her small savi 
One day, after tramp up and down 
streets answering advertisements and crying 
until half ill, she happened into a station to 
warm herself. The matton spoke kindly to 
her and the disheartened girl, who was on the 
verge of distraction, told a story of discour. 
agement. The matron immediately notified 
the Traveler’s Aid, and the fortunate outcome 
of it was that the girl was found employment 
and a congenial home. Only a few days ago 
I received a letter rom the girl saying, ‘I 
am so grateful. I shudder to think what 
might have become of me had it not been for 
the Traveler's Aid.’ 

„One more story of rescue which hap- 

ned the other day, continved the woman. 
‘*A girl of 16 was observed in conversation 
with a man of 30 at one of the stations. A 
remark was overheard which led me to be- 
lieve they were entire strangers. In an un- 
concerned manner I took a seat in proximity 
and awaited developments. The young man 
was persuading the girl to accompany him to 
some place and after much hesitation she 
consented. As they were leaving the police 
took the man in charge, The girl was in 
tears when the dangerous situation was ex- 
plained and has since written a letter of grat- 
itude.“ 

Many stories could be told of women who 
seek to decoy young girls under show of 
kindness. This far-reachmg work of the 
association is added testimony to the trite 
saying: An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.“ Certain it is that a part of 
the 3,000 girls assisted during the year, had 
it not been for the Travelers’ Aid, would have 
written their sad story In three chapters: 
Distress, the devil, downfall.

InpiaNaPouis, Ind., March 12.—| Special 
Correspondence, ]—The overwhelmingly Re- 
publican Legislature that adjourned last mid- 
night in the midst of a knockdown and drag- 
out battle with a howling mob of Democratic 
bruisers Sent on carrying out a peanut polit- 
ical trick of Gov. Matthews was the reward of 
twenty years’ waiting on the part of the Re 
publican party in this State. While the Re- 
publicans did not accomplish all the 
reforms they had hoped fer when the Legisla- 
ture opened, the Fifty-ninth General Assembly 
will stand as one that corrected more political 
abusesin Indiana than any during all the 
years since the war.

measures that passed the House, and 
which would further have been to the credit 
of both branches to have passed the Senate. 
Powerful lobbies thronged the Senate cham- 
ber in the interest of railroads, insurance 
companies, and corporations gererally, and 
effectually killed nearly every bill that was 
designed to correct certain crying abuses that 
had grown up under former Democratic Leg- 
islatures and which the people had been clam- 
oring to have overthrown, 


Friendly to the Veterans. 


The Legislature showed itself a consistent 
friend of the old soldier by creating a State 
home at Lafayette where he may find a 
refuge in old age, and the tax laws have been 
amended in accordance with the recommen- 
dations of the Tax Commissioners. The edu- 
catioral institutions have been provided for 
in a way that ney will not have to maintain 
a lobby to come here and beg for funds for 
running expenses. This has been accom- 
plished by a direct tax measure for their 
benefit. 

Although the session has been noted for its 
stand fora more economical executive con- 
trol generally it did not hesitate to give a 
Democratic Governor an appropriation for 
funds borrowed to maintain law and order in 
times of riot. Quite a saving was made by 
cutting down the number of employés in the 
Legislature and thus wipmg out a systém 
inaugurated by recent mocratic Legisla- 
tures making each session an annual free 
offering of $5 a day to ward heelers who 
could not eurn $2 a day at any other work. 

The firemen’s pension fund bill was an im- 
portant measure and a law was enacted mak. 
ing unlawful the 80 per cent clause in fire in- 
surance policies. 

The first fair libel law ever enacted in In- 
diana was passed and the newspapers will no 
longer be a soft mark for blackmailers and 
third-rate lawyers looking for a questionable 
fee. The sense of this law is that a newspaper 
will have the right to show that a libelous 
publication was not malicious, after which 
the plaintiff can recover a verdict for the 
amount of real damages only. 

Hereafter Township Trustees over the State 
will be compelled to publish their expendi- 


tures, and thus the system of robbing the 
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counties, fostered by Democratic rule, is 


done away with, 

The eS! law inst winter . rac- 
ing and the Nicholson bill for local op- 
tion and restricting the power of the saloons 
are only mentioned here, as both bills will 
likely result in almost endless litigation, and 
may never become effective by reason of be- 
coming tied up in the courts until the time of 
the next session. 


Political Legislation. 

But by far the most imporiant legislation 
during the session has been what may be 
called political, although it intimately con- 
cerns all the peopie and the reputation of the 
State more than any one political party. The 
political enactments referred to are those de- 
signed to give non-partisan boards control of 
the State benevolent institutions; a just fee 
and salary la w, domg away with the fee-grab- 
bing system that existed in tne Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office, and giving the State its first fair 
legislative and Congressional apportionment. 

Non-partisan management of the State in- 
stitutions isa principle to which the Repub- 
lican party has stood pledged for a period of 
thirty zears back. The retaliatory spirit 
among the Republicans, however, was so 
strong that this was only accomplished after 
a most bitter fight lasting through a series of 
caucuses, It is the first law ever 
enacted in an Indiana Legislature re- 
quiring that merit shall be the only test 
foremployment in the benevolent institu- 
tions. Somewhat in this same line is the new 
law restoring to a large number of cities the 
right of local contro! of their police force 
and removing the right to appoint Police 
Commissioners by the Governor under a 
Democratic law that was never designed for 
anything else than to increase the amount of 
spoils for the party carrying the State. 

The political reform. measures, however, 
that stand out in monumental grandeur over 
everything else done by this Legislature are 
the reapportionments for Congressional and 
legislative representation. These are the most 
non-partisan measures ever enacted in the 
State, and could not have been more fair to the 
Democrats if the Republicans had ieft the 
making of them to the Democrats themselves. 


Pertinent Comparisons, 


To illustrate how fair an overwhelmingly 
one-sided Legislature has been it will not be 
out of place to draw comparison here be- 
tween the last Democratic Congressional 
gerrymander aud the apportionment law, one 
in every sense, pasged over the veto of Gov. 
Matthews in the closing hours of the Legisla- 
ture. The following table shows how near 
the unit of population and to the vote based 
on the election of 1892 the new apportion- 
ment act holds: ’

By this law, ac- 
cording to the vote of 1892, when the Dem- 
ocrats had only 7,246 plurality, they would 
carry seven districts and the Republicans 
only six. This very fair arrangement con- 
trasts gloriously with the dfvision of the State 
into districts made by the Democrats four 
years ago.

Twenty-three Witnesses Tell Why They 
Discredit Mrs. Cihlar’s Word. 

Twenty-three men and women stood up in 
Justice Hamburgher’s court and swore that 
they would not believe Mrs, Annie Cihlar, nor 
her husband, nor any of her witnesses under 
oath. When pressed for a reason for this 
wholesale impeachment the twenty-three said 
they were neighbors of the Cihlars.

making bodies, and to give it the powerful 

majority that could pass bills over the inevit- 

able veto of Gov. Matthews and make this 
reapportionment possible it required all of the 
sweeping 45,000 plurality that came with 
the landslide last November. 

Another political law of much importance 
is one reorganizing the Supreme Court of the 
State, but which will require four years yet to 
become operative. It contemplates increas- 
ing the number of Supreme Court Judges 
from five to nine. 

An act that wiil be of great interest to the 
people of the State was the creating of an In- 
diana Centennial Commission of thirty mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the Governor, to 
consider plans for the proper celebration of 
the 100th birthday of the State in 1900, and 
to report to the next Legislature two years 
hence.

Here in the past I have had 
many kind friends, and I am glad to be once 
more among them.“ Mile. de Lussan said 
she could not be induced to go to the top of 
the high buildings.

Mile. de Lussan is a beautiful, dark-eyed 
woman with an extremely expressive face.

We had both orchestra 
and chorus with us and

fitted up. The Queen was most cordial in her 
reception of the first act and applauded with 
— energy. After the performance we 
sang the national anthem, everybody rising. 
Sir Henry Ponsonby then said, * the Queen is 
ready to receive you,’ and as I was already in 
evening dress, which I wore in the last act, I 
went at once to the drawing-room. Her 
Majesty arose and said, ‘Mile. de Lussan, I 
must thank you for a most delightful evening. 
Of course, I think you are American although 

our name is Franch.’ I answered. ‘lam of 
‘rench parentage though born in New York,’ 
and then I was overwhelmed with delight 
when the Queen said, America has just cause 
to be proud of you.’ 

After the Queen left the principals of the 
company were given a sumptuous supper in 
the Queen’s dining-room. I also sang Car- 
men before the Queen at Windsor Castle, 
Dec. 3, 1892. The last time I sang at Bal- 
moral was Nov. 13, 1893. The opera was 
‘Fra Diavolo and I was the Zerlina.”’ 

When asked about her role in Falstaff 
Mile. de Lussan said: I love to play in the 
opera. The work is inspiring and Sig.. Maurel 
is a giant in his part. The music is so pretty. 
The gossipy women with their Ohs and Ahs’ 
give an effective lightness to the opera. It is 
like champagne and you can hear their laugh- 
ter in the orchestral parts. Which do I like 
best, Don Giovanni’ or Falstaff; I like 
both, but as Giovanni Sig. Maure] is a giant. 

Mile. de Lussan is most anxious to see tne 
site of the World’s Fair, “She cannot under- 
stand how Chicago people like to dive on the 
sixth, seventh, and eighth floors of hotels.

PLAN TO UNITE LOOAL OHARITIES. 


Important Meeting Will Be Held Tonight 
at the Woman's Club. 

There will bea strong effort made tonight 

to codrdinate all the organized charities of 

the city in the work of the Chicago Bureau of 


Charities, which is the successor of the Cen-. 


tral Relief Association. The bureau aims to 
increase its efficiency and to be of use to all 
the societies which work along the line of re- 
lief and aid. The meeting tonight will be 
held in the Women’s club room, Wabash ave- 
nue and Washington street. It wili be a con- 
ference in its nature and representatives of 
charitable organizations, people interested in 
the subject, and citizens generally are asked 
to be present. It is possible that, unless the 
officers of the bureau find that their work may 
be extended so as to be far-reaching and use- 
ful, it may be given up May 1. and the relief 
labor be allowed to pass into the hands of in- 
dividual societies which will have no longer a 
“ clearing-house.”’ 

There are in Chicago about 200 charity or- 
ganizations. This does not inelude societies 
which are connected with individual churches. 
It does include, however, church societies 
which are coextensive with the denomination 
to which they belong. A little less than 100 
of these societies are affiliated with the 
bureau. It is hoped that tonight the way 
may be paved for all the others to join. 
Alexander Johnson, formerly Secretary of 
the State Board of Charities of Indiana, will 
speak, as will Prof. C. R. Henderson and 
others. The appeal for the meeting is signed 
by Lucy M. Flower, Sarah Hackett Steven- 
son, Jane Addams, and Julia C. Lathrop. 

Miss Addams said yesterday: 

We want the bureau to be eminently use- 
ful to the people and to the different chari- 
table agencies. We want them all to become 
affiliated with the bureau, so that it may be in 
reality a clearing-house. What I mean is that 
we may have the records of the cases aided, 
so that agencies applying to us may know 
whether they are aiding worthy people. With 
its records it will also prevent duplication. It 
becomes at times known that several societies 
are a for the same people at the same 
time, each being in ignorance of the fact that 
another is domg the work. The meeting 
Thursday night and the conference there I 
hope will result in the codrdinating of the 
activities of the societies and show clearly 
just where we are now lacking. I think the 
charitable workers will be quick to see where 
we can aid them and the great advantages to 
them of a buteau which can furnish quick 
and reliable information. 

Chicago is the only city that has no cen- 
tral charity organization. All the books 
which give statistics of poverty and treat of 
its causes and matters of that kind ignore 
Chicago altogether. The reason of this is 
that it is impossible to gather statistics uniess 
there is a center to which they may be re- 
ported and entered on the records, The mat- 
ter isone of grave importance to us and the 
public, and on the outcome of the meeting 
may depend the continuance of the work of 
the bureau.

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Tue petition for an injunction against the 

Ogden Gas and Cosmopolitan Electric ordi- 
nances was ruled yesterday to be defective. 

The court held that the bill was multifarious

The case will be prosecuted on 
a plan from which these stated defects are 
eliminated and there is room to hops the citi- 
zens will ha ve their rights duly recognized in 
the matter.

The bill charged that 
the majority of the City Council who voted 
for the ordinances were bribed thereto by the 
payment of mohey and that the Council was 
not regularly or legally organized for busi- 
ness when the ordinances were voted on, as 
neither of the Aldermen who occupied the 
chair had a right to preside. The charge of 
conspiracy was not definitely set forth in the 
bill, but Mr. Crews said the general charge of 
conspiracy and fraud was made and the proof 
would sustain it. The hope of the com plain- 
ante is that the matter will be referred to a 

Master in Chancery with power to take testi- 

mony. In that case they expect to be able to 
prove that money was used to procure the 
passage of the ordinances aud that certain 
Aldermen are interested in the franchiges. 

The court hardly can refuse to order such a 
reference when it is asked for, and then the 
true character of the outrage will be fully ex- 
posed. As one of the legal gentlemen said: 
„The McCord suit resulted in sending some 
of the County Commissioners to the peniten- 
tiary and the parallel mdy be carried out in 
this case.”’ 


ARE WE NOT TAXED ENOUGH? 

It seems to be the fixed opinion of those 
who are not called on to pay taxes that those 
who are do not pay enough and should be gub- 
jected to increaged pressure in order to squeeze 
more revenue out of them. As the non-tax- 
payers believe that higher assessments would 
facilitate that squeezing process they are 
clamoring for higher valuations and insisting 
that that would be reform.“ One of the 
city papers has kindly consented to be their 
organ and to argue that but for undervalua- 
tions there would be more revenue for munici- 
pal purposes. 

Judging from the remarks of some of these 
persons who are sosolicitous about the wel- 
fare of the municipality it might be imagined 
that the property of Chicagoans paid no taxes 
whatever. But such is not the understanding 
of the owners of that property. They paid last 
year to the State, the county, the city, * the 
School and Park Boards, and the Drainage 
District Trustees over eighteen millions of 
dollars. In addition to that they paid three 
and a half millions for water, which they did 
not always get, and six millions in special 
assessments, which will add to the future 
value of their property, but which, owing to the 
hard times, added nothing to its present sell- 
ing value. Is this nothing.“ in view of the 
fact that there was a shrinkage last year in 
rents and profits? 

Yet, although times are improving very 
slowly, there are a number of individuals at 
Springfield who are asking the Legislature 
for authority to heap additional taxes on the 
property-owners. The Drainage. Trustees 
want nearly two millions a year more. The 
Public Library wants half a million. The 
West and North Side parks between them 
would like a million more. The Board of 
Education, not having to go to the Legisla- 
ture for authosity, has already made its de- 
mand on the taxpayers for more money. And 
on top of all this comes the Federal Goyern- 
ment with its unjust demand of 2 pet cent on 
the shrunken incomes of last year, on which 
the local taxing agencies have made such 
heavy demands. There will be little left to 
the taxpayers when all these skinners are 
through with their work. 

It is true that the valuation of property is 
low. But the rate of taxation is high. Taking 
it the city through, it is over 7 per cent on 
the low valuation, producing the sum of 
eighteen million dollars, and about 8 per 
cent on the North Side. It is proposed to 
raise the assessment to something near the 
fair cash value. There is no objection to that 
if the rate of taxation falls as the assessment 
rises. If the latter is increased sevenfold 
the former should fall to 1 per cent, or about 
the Boston rate. For it must be understood 
that thé ability of the people to pay is not 
increased by making a higher valuation, 
and the grievously oppressed taxpayers of 
this city cannot without actual suffering pay 
any more than they are paymg now. There 
ure tens of thousands of them who have 
reached the limit of endurance of taxation, 
and who, after they have paid taxes, insur- 
ance, and repairs on their houses, have no 
income or only 2 or 3 per cent of income 
from them. 

The undervaluation system has its bad side, 
for the seemingly confiscatory tax rate deters 
outsiders from investing their capital here. 
But the full cash valuation without a corre- 
sponding lowering of present rates would 
mean absolute confiscation in nearly every 
instance, for on the average taxpayers are 
contributing to the extent of their ability 
now. They are entitied to some slight return 
from their property. 

Raise the assessment if desired, but not the 
tax levy. Property-owners are paymg now 
too much for too little. They contribute 
millions to support the city government, and 
what do they get for it? Except from the 
Fire Department they get no service worth 
mentioning. They pay for police protection, 
but when mobs threaten their property the 
Chief of Police and the Mayor, sympathizing 
with the rioters, refuse todoanything for 
property-owners, and will not even let them 
protect themselves. They pay for clean 
streets and alleys, but to obtain them they 
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of support and that city government is only 
the machinery created for the purpose of tak- 
ing from those who work, and handing over to 
those who will net work. Under the pretense 
of protecting persons and property, of clean. 
ing the city and keeping it in sanitary condi. 
tion, vast sume are filched from the taxpayers 
and devoured by the tax-eaters. The latter 
want increased revenue so that they may fare 
better. What their organ calls municipal 
revenues they among themselves call our 
revenues. 

The taxpayers might as well stand together 
now and refuse to be taxed any higher, 
through increased assessments or otherwise, 
for the sole and exclusive benefit of the 
drones of the community, those tax-eaters 
who toil not nor spin, but devour the sub- 
stance of those who do. 


THE NEW ORLEANS RIOTS, 

Fully a dozen riots or serious labor dis, 
turbances have occurred in the last six 
months on the levee front in New Orleans or 
at Gretna or Southport, which commercially 
constitute a part of that city. Ships have 
been raided, the implements used in loading 
vessels thrown into the river, and several col- 
ored men killed, while many more were seri- 
ously injured. The actual property loss 
caused by these riots amounts to a great 
many thousand dollars, besides the delay to 
the movement of vessels and the loss by fires, 
which are believed to have been incendiary. 
Most if not all of this arose out of real or fan- 
cied grievances which certain of the white 
workers had against the colored laborers, the 
latter being attacked and driven from the 
scenes of their toil. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat calls at- 
tention to the indirect damage from ail these 
troubles, which will be felt for a long time to 
come and is far greater than the money logs 
so far inflicted. It is impossible for such 
‘things to occur without the commercial repu- 
tation of the city suffering as a consequence. 
New Orleans is getting the reputation of being 
a very riotous and dangerous port. Vessels 
are warned that if they go there they will be 
in danger of delay from a strike or a riot, 
and may even be subject to invasion by the 
rioters, They are told that they may find 
themselves tied up at the wharves for weeks 
at a time, losing freight and piling up ex- 
penses while the white and negro laborers are 
figting over some question of tariff, or union, 
or stevedores. 

The effect’ may be very far-reaching. The 
firing on the Markomannia has been com- 
plained of ta the German Consul and 
doubtless will he the subject of diplomatic re- 
monstrance at Washington. The news of 
this will be cirdulated not only through Ger- 
many but all over the civilized world. That 
may mean a great loss of commercial busi- 
ness, in addition to the cost of the damages 
done by the mabs, for which the city can be 
and doubtless will be held responsible. The 
Times-Democrat therefore makes a forcible 
point in appealing to tne men who are re- 
sponsible for these outrages and telling them 
that they will be the worst sufferers by the 
driving away of the business on which they 
live. Probably this plea is the strongest that 
could be made to the thugs who have been 
guilty of the outrages reported, as they have 
shown themselyes to be insensible to the die- 
tates of common humanity. But it should 
not be forgotten that there is a still stronger 
argument to be addresped to others—namely : 
the duty of the State and the Nation to 
protect. every citizen, whether he be 
white or black, in the exercise of his 
right to labor at any work he can perform and 
on terms which are agreeable to him and the 
person or corporation employing him. Un- 
doubtedly the rioters will live to reap the 
result of their ſolly,.“ and so will a great many 
other citizens; resident in New Orleans who 
will suffer by loss of business in addition to 
being called on to pay their share of the dam- 
ages to property by these riots. But this 
ought not to be deemed sufficient. The au- 
thorities owe it to their constituents, as to the 
Nation and the world outside the United 
States. not only to put down the rioters go 
summarily as to discourage such outrages in 
the future but to arrest and punish the indi- 
vidual rioters in every case whert participa- 
tion in these crimes can be proved on the in- 
dividual, That is the only way in which the 
‘lost reputation of the City and Port of New 
Orleans can be recovered. Are they prepardd 
to adopt that remedy for the evil which they 
corfess is upon them?

The ladies who have been working at 
Springfield to get through the Senate the bill 
to give women the right to vote at township 
elections are all of legal age and should not

ENGLISH TREATMENT OF GARBAGE. 

Sbaw's Municipal Government in Great 
Britain gives a very interesting account of 
the way in which garbage and other refuse 
are got rid of in Birmingham. Each house is 
supplied with a specially designed ash tub 
‘for kitchen garbage and other refuse, as well 
as ashes. The contents are emptied into a 
box attached to the van that makes regular 
visits in all the residence districts, Each dis- 
trict has a receiving station, situated on a 
canal wharf. The coarser garbage is con- 
sumed in furnaces, of which there are about 
fifty in different parts of the city. The fine 
‘contents of the ash pits are mixed with a por. 
tion of the material that here goes to Sex 
sewage, and the result is a fertilizer that is re. 
moved in canal boats and sold to farmers. 
Other portions of the material are made into 
a dry powdered fertilizer by evaporation 
in special machines, which finds ready sale at 
about $30 per ton. The heat derived from 
the burning garbage suffices to work the 
evaporating machines, The residuum of the 
incinerated garbage is a mass of clinkers, 
which are used for concrete, mortar, road- 
makmg, or the filling of low ground, “All 
in all, Birmingham has evolved a complete 
and most satisfactory system for the public 
management of every form of waste mate- 
rial, a system adapted in all its parts to the 
actual conditions of the place. If Mr. Shaw 
understood the conditions here he could write 
truthfully that in this respect Chi- 
cago is the very opposite of Birming- 
ham. He could characterize as criminal 
the wholesale negiect of contractors to 
remove material they are paid to take 
away, and as wasteful and unsanitary their 
mode of disposing of the small percentage 
they do take to the dumping grounds. He 
could state that the taxpayers of Chicago are 
little better than a pack of idiots for enduring 
so long the boodleism and otherwise costly 
inefficiency of our garbage system, and rec- 
ommend that they take a pattern from the 
way in which the matter is handled in Bir. 
mingham. But perhaps it would puszle him 
to tell how to get rid of the incubus of cor 
ruption which renders possible the robbery of 
the people which long has been the rule with 
our scavenger 2ontractors, their tools the in- 
spectors, and their allies in the City Hall ring. 
Perhaps he would say the evil could be cured 
by electing honest men to office, and if he 
would teil how the people can be induced to 
elect honest men he would do us a vast 


service. n 
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PEACE PROSPECTS IN THE ORIENT. 


Minister Dun in Japan and Minister Denby 
in China has been semi-officially reported. 
The terms of peace are definitely stated, and 
if correctly, then China will have to pay a 
costly indemnity for its effort to extirpate 
Japanese authority in Corea. The conditions 
of peace are five in number. The first grants 
Japan extra-territorial jurisdiction in China, 
but China must surrender the extra-terri- 
torial jurisdiction it has held in Japan. In 
other words, China’s consular courts in Japan 
are abandoned, but Japan’s consular courts 
in China will be continued. Modern court 
procedure as provided for by Japan's new 
treaties with this and other countries will be 
followed, while in China, with its benighted 
and absurd ideas of justice, consular courts 
will continue to protect the Japanese there. 
The second item in the list of conditions 
provides there shall be no extension of Jap- 
anese territory on the mainland of Asia, but 
the Island of Formosa, now belonging to the 
Chinese, shall be permanently ceded to Japan. 
It the great powers do not object to this 
cession, and they hardly will, since Formosa 
in Japanese hands will be more valuable to 
them than in the hands of the Chinese, Japan 
will gain an island territory of 14,978 square 
miles with gearly 2,000,000 of population, 
with rich coal deposits and with exports of 
sugar, rice, indigo, peanuts, jute, hemp, oil, 
rattan, and tea, this country being the largest 
consumer of the last-named product, The 
third item grants Japan the right to continue 
for a term of years the oceupation of Port Ar- 
thur and Wei Hai Wei, commanding the Gulf 
of Pe Chee Lee, and protecting com munica- 
tions with Pekin as well as nearly the whole 
volume of Chinese commerce, It is not likely 
that Japan will hold these important fortresses 
any longer than it is required for China to 
pay its indemnity and to make it certain that 
it will not resume hostilities. The fourth 
severs Corea from any dependence upon 
hereafter and makes the Hermit King- 
dom independent.

WHY REVISE THE REVENUE ARTICLE? 
A local paper says there should bea con- 

vention to revise the Constitution for the fol- 

lowing among other reasons: 

The revenue system of Illinois is cumbersome, 
complicated, and expensive. It needs simplifl- 
cation, and simplification ¢annot be accom- 
plisbed without revision of the Constitution. 
Simplification would eliminate from the revenue 
system many redundant features which do not 
contribute anything to the net return, while they 
subject the State to needless waste of money in 
collection of taxes. 

Admitting for the sake of the argument 
that the present revenue system has defects 
the question is to what extent are they due to 
those provisions of the Coastitution under 
which the General Assembly has to work. 
They may be tated for the benefit of those 
who may be unacquainted with them: 

The General Assembly shall provide such reve- 
nue as may be needful by levying a tax by valua- 
tion, so that every person and corporation shall 
pay a tax in proportion to the value of his, her, 
or its property, such value to be ascertained by 
some person or persons to be elected or ap- 
pointed in such manner as the General Assem- 
bly shall direct, and not otherwise; but the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall have power to tax peddlers, 
auctioneers, brokers, hawkers, merchants, com- 
mission merchants, showmen, jugglers, innkeep- 
ers, grocerykeepers, liquor dealers, toll bridges, 
ferries, insurance, telegraph, and express inter- 
ests or business, venders of patents, and persons 
owning or using franchises and privileges in such 
manner as it shall from timato time direct by 
general law, uniform as to the class upon which 
it operates. | 

The specification of the objects and subjects of 
taxation shall not deprive the General Assembly 
of the power to require other subjects or objects 
to be taxed in such manner as may be consistent 
with the principles of taxation fixed in this Con- 
stitution. | 

This relates to revenue for the State, The 
provision regarding municipal corporations 
is as follows: 

The General Assembly may yest the corporate 
authorities of cities, towns, and villages with 
power to make local improyengents by special 
assessment or by special taxation of contiguous 
property or otherwise. For all other corporate 
purposes all municipal corporations may be vest- 
ed with authority to assess and collect taxes; 
but such taxes shall be uniform in respect to 
persons and property within the jurisdiction of 
the body imposing the same. | 

It will be seen that for State purposes the 
General Assembly has power to tax all kinds 
of property in the State, but it must do so 
uniformly, so that equal values shall pay 
equal taxes. It also has power to tax persons 
because of the occupations they carry on, but 
such taxes must be uniform as to the respect- 
ive classes on which impoged. The agency 
by which property is to be assessed depends 
entirely on the will of the General Assembly. 
As for local taxation, it must be uniform in 
respect to persons and property. 

The principles of the Illinois Constitution 
as regards taxation are therefore equality 
and uniformity. The Legislature can make 
any taxing system it pleases so long as it con- 
forms to those simple requirements. If the 
present one is cumbersome, complicated, 
and expensive” it is the fault of the General 
Assembly or of the principles of equality and 
uniformity of taxation under which it is re- 
quired to work. It is quite possible that a 
revenue system which allowed the municipal 
authorities of Chicago to take under the guise 
of taxation as much money as they pleased, 
from whomsoever they pleased, whenever 
they pleased, would be neither cumbersome 
nor complicated. Oriental and piratical 
methods of taxation seldom ate. The object 
is to get in the simplest manner possible all 
the money a citizen has. From tne taxeaters’ 
point of view that is the perfect system. 

But for the requirements of equality and 
uniformity the powers of the General 
Assembly are unlimited. How can they be 
extended except by waiving those require. 
ments? But who are those who wish to waive 
them? Only the boodlers and the taxeaters, 
From their point of view these may seem to 
be redundont features. They may include 
in that category the provision limiting the 
indebtedness of municipalities to 5 per cent 
on the assessed valuation. But neither the 
taxpayers nor the majority of the members of 
the General Asse‘nbly are teady to relinquish 
any of those ** redundancies.”’

WHISKEY TRUST RESOLUTION BEATEN, 


Salomon’s Criticism of the United States 
Court Fails of Indorsement. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 12.—In the Sen- 
ate today Senator Salomon’s resolution pro- 
testing against the receiver appointed for the 
whisky trust by Judge Grosscup of the United 
States Circuit Court was taken under con- 
sideration as aspecial order. The Senator 
reviewed the history of the case in the courts 
and pointed out that the appointment of re- 
ceivers was virrually a defeat of the attempt 


Any stockholder of such a trust, after judg- 
ment had been rendered to cause its discon- 
tinuance in business, could enter a petition to 
have a receiver appointed and have the 
business of the concern continue to 
be. carried on under the cloak of the 
courts, The resolution, he said, was to direct 
the Attorney-General to take the necessary 
eteps to have this business discontinued. 
objected to the resolution be- 
cause, he said, it censured the United States 
Circuit Courts, which, he held, was an im- 
proper step for the islature to take. He 
said he was as much opposed to whisky 
trusts as any one, but interference with the 
courts was not among the duties of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. On roll-call the motion to 
adopt was lost by a vote of yeas, 13; nays, 29. 

Senator Higbee’s motion to suspend the 
rules to consider his bill fixing sleeping car 
te was lost by a vote of yeas, 26; nays, 
The Senate today. adopted the committee 
amendment to Senator Wail’s bill fixing the 
com pensation of members of the Legislature 
at $1,000 instead of $800. On the motion 
to order the bill to a third reading a lively 
argument ensued between Senator Littler 
and Senator Wells as to the effect of the bill 
in lengthening or shorteni the session. 
Senator Littler contended t it was an 
economical measure and he dilated on the 


necessity of doing somethi to increase the 
work performed by the islature, which 


now worked, he said, but two ours a day for 
three days during the week. It was costing 
the State from $1,500 to $2,000 daily to 
maintain it the pay-roils were never 
larger than at present. Senator Wells re 
plied that the facts were misstated. He spoke 
of the arduovs committee work performed, 
which often kept him working until after sun- 
set. The periods of adjournment, he added, 
were necessary to allow members to visit and 
consult with their constituents. He did not 
oppose the bill but the charges made by the 
Senator from Sangamon. On a roll-call the 
motion to advance the bill to a third reading 
was lost by a vote of yeas, 22; nays, 25.

SUBSTITUTE FOR THE DRAINAGE BILL, 
Amendments of the Valley People Before 


Senate and House Committees.

Real Estate Dealers’ Exchange, are here in 

the interest of the bill for the institution of 


the Torréns land title system in Illinois. The 


bill, in some shape or other, has been pending 
in the Legislature here for the last ten years, 
It would have become a law long ago, as its 
utility has been demonstrated by long expe- 
rience, but forthe efforts of the abstract 
makers, who have fought it persistently. If 
the Torrens bill were adopted the business of 
the abstract makers would be seriously, crip- 
pled, since under its provisions any. person in- 
terested in a land title would have access to 
records which would give him light and in- 
formation without being compelled to pay a 
fee to an abstractor. The men who make ab- 
stracts are now fighting the bill as hard as 
they ever did before, N 

Publie sentiment is ia favor of the meas- 
ure, and it will become a law whenever the 
demand for it is so great that the will of the 
people will not be thwarted by the abstract 
makers. There are two gr three men in the 
House now who are the owners of sets of 
abstract books in counties outside of Cook, 
They are elected for the sole purpose of fight- 
ing the Torrens bill, and they generally at- 
tend to nothing else but this particular branch 
of the business. 

The matter came up in the Senate this 
morning, having been introduced by Senator 
John Humphrey. The bill was on the order 


ot second reading and Senator Wells opened 


up with a violent attack on the measure, 
He said it was one of so great importance to 
the landed interests of the State and so revo- 
lutionary in its character that he objected to 
its being advanced toa third reading without 
further consideration. He moved it be re 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Senator Humphrey explained that the bill 
already had been considered by the Commit. 
tee on Judicial Department and Practice and 
said that a number of Chicago men had been 
heard in regard to it. The bill had been now 
befare the Senate for five weeks, he said, and 
was of too great importance to be longer de- 
layed. | 

Senator Johnson said the motion to recom- 
mit was intended to delay and defeat the bill. 
Senator Wells refuted the charge, He said he 
wanted merely time to consider it carefully# 
The Senators, he thought, were taking it too 
much for granted that because it had passed 
the Senate last session therefore its provisions 
were beneficial. His constituen he said, 
were opposed to the measure and warned 
the Senate that it was a bad, vicious bill. 

Senator Humphrey intimated that the Sen- 
ator had had ample time to look into the bill 
had he been diligent and attentive to his 
duties. The committal to another committee, 
he said, was an affront to the Judicial Depart- 
ment committee, and he wished to state that 
that body was the peer of | the Judiciary com- 
mittee even if the Senator was not u member 
of it, 

Senator Littler supported the contention 
that the Senate had not sufficient information 
as to the contents of the bill. He wanted to 
make sure that land titles would be safely 
transferred. under its provisions. After 
farther debate the bill on his motion was 
made a special order for next Wednesday on 
second reading. 

The House Committee on Judiciary took 
up the matter this afternoon and quite a dis- 
cussion was had over its provisions. Theo- 
dore Sheldon of Chicago made an extensive 
speech explaining the provisions of the meas- 
ure, The discussion which ensued developed 
the fact that s»me of the country lawyers, 
doubtless influenced by abstract makers, are 
opposed to the bill, Chairman Berry of the 
com mittee does not fancy it and its discussion 
was postponed for a week.

House Committee on Education Hears Ar- 
guments by Chicago People.

Sensational Confession Is Made by a Mich- 
igan State Secretary. 

Derrorr, Mich., March 13,—[Special.]—A, 
E. Gammage, Secretary of the State A. P. A., 
today made a sensational confession of the 
scandalous manner in which the order has 
been used to extort blackmail from leading 
politicians.

INVENTOR HOPKINS Is ARRESTED. 


Belvidere (111.) Man Is Cherged with Ob- 
taining Money Under False Pretenses. 
Floyd Hopkins of Belvidere, III., inventor 

of a farm gate, was locked up in the County 
Jail yesterday ona charge of obtaining money 
under false pretenses. The complainant is J. 
B. Miller of the firm of George & Miller, 
Room No. 1119 Masonic Temple. Mr. Mil- 
ler says Hopkins offered to seli him the right 
of sale of this patent gate in the entire Stute 
of Indiana for $2,500, but Miller did not 
close the deal. While he was still consider- 
ing there came along a man with a “ hunch” 
in the shape of an offer of $2,500 for the rights 
in only ten counties in the State of Indiana. 
Then Nr. Miller was sure he had a good thing 
and promptly closed the deal with Hopkins.

Miller says he thinks he has been swindled, 
and he had Hopkins arrested.
